KL PARK’S possession. Clarification of this natter by the 
field is recorunended." 

b, "Under data of 23 April 195U this office prepared a 
mcBorandum to the Chlef/FI for the signature of the Chief, 

Staff C concerning the GARATPL operation which discussed in 
detail the insecurity of the personad. -r-eeting arrangements by 
the case officer and CARAVEL. Slwirtly thereafjker this deficiency 
was ractified by the establishment of liaison between the case 
officer under C_ ^ cover with CARAVEL in the latter’s office 
under cover of his official position, the field advised that 
this arrangement had proven very satisfactory and that no 
security problem remained r^ative to their personal meetings. 

In view, boMever, of the recent granting of sovereignty to 
the West German Government, it is questionable whether the 
described meeting arrangements can continue to exist; therefore, 
the Field should advise the status and security of the present 
meetings being held between the case officer and CARAVEL. * 
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
